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INTRODUCTION. 


N the preſent flouriſhing State of the Commerce 
of this Country, the Maſters of Trading. Veſ- 
ſels, and others under their Command, compoſe a 
numerous Body of Perſons very uſeful to Society; 
from the Nature of their Situations they are more ex- 
poſed to heavy Penalties, and are perſonally ſubject to 
greater Reſtrictions, under the Revenue Laws, than any 
other Deſcription of Perſons whatever. 

The Legiſlature did moſt certainly act from political 
Neceſſity in inflicting thoſe Penalties and impoſing thoſe 
Reſtrictions, having wiſely conſidered, that without them 
ſuch Perſons might be the Inſtruments of very ſerious 
Miſchief to the Community. 

Though the Tendency of the various Penal and Re- 
ſtrictive Statutes, which have been made and are now in 
Force, is indiſputably for the Good of Society, yet in 
ſome Caſes they may be oppreſſive to the Subject; for a 
Perſon who has committed an Offence, through Tgno- 
rance of the Law, will find, that he cannot legally avail 
dimſelf of innocent Intentions.

. INTRODUCTION. 


As Tgnorance of the Law excuſeth no Man, * it is 
certain that every one ought to be agquainted with the 
Laws of his Country, but more eſpecially thoſe par- 
ticular Laws, by which, in his Vocation, he is imme- 

Beſides the Penaltĩes to which the Maſters of Trading 
Veſlels, and others under their Command, are expoſed, 
and the Reſtrictions to which they are ſubject, and 
under which they are perſonally bound to act, the Legiſ- 


lature have found it neceſſary, as well for the Promotion 


and Extenſion, as for the Protection and Encouragement 
of the Trade of this Country, to permit the Importation 
of many Articles without Payment of Duty; to prohibit 
the Importation of certain Goods in any Way; and alſo 
to prohibit the Importation of various Articles, unleſs 
brought in a particular Manner and under particular Cir- 
cumſtances of Importation; the Knowledge of which, it 
is preſumed, muſt be uſeful to the Maſters of . 


Veſſels. 


In the Prohibitions relatigg'n to Importations there are

Purpoſe, ſo long ago as the Reign of Charles the Second, 
an Act, called the Act of Navigation, was made, the 
Object of which has always been conſidered to be, to 


force the Engliſh Trade into the firſt Markets ; to effect 
which, the Prohibitions excluded all Shipping or Car- 
riage of the Goods of Aſia, Africa or America, unleſs 
from the Place of their Growth, & Laſtly, r

Purpoſe, Goods are required to be brought in certain 


Packages, and on board Ships of a-certain Tonnage ; for 
it was found by Experience, that, under Colour and 
Pretence of fair Trade, Goods were brought on board 
Veſſels of ſmall Tonnage, and in little Parcels, for the 
Convenience of landing; by which Means Smuggling 
could be carried on as Opportunity offered. 

The Revenue Laws, which have. been made for the
